Probably no o th er address given in 
the ten years Hie club lins functioned 
here, was better appreciated an d more 
informative than the* one given by the 
Philadelphia chaplain, one of tile l>est 
informed men in America today on the 
subject with which he

Having 
for fifteen

"carried a n u m b er" instead of a name, 
the guest speaker, in a unique in tro ­

0 the penal institution, goes through 
he whipping post. Then he serves a

goes 
through 
the 
chipping post. That system has done 
noie to change a man’s attitude to- 
vard crime than all the long, idle, 
irison sentences. 
“Instead of having boards and agon­ 
ies that should be a help to lienal 
nstitutions and prisoners, we 
have 
1 lowed politics to dominate most of 
lur penal institutions. 
“It is an outright shame that for- 
ler Attorney General Schnader was 
ot elected Governor of Pennsylvania 
t the last election. He is one of the 
est informed individuals on penology 
I this state. 
“Is there any wonder that things 
/ere in a mess in Pennsylvania some 
ime ago when a woman headed the 
department of Welfare, a woman who 
'as an outright Red and Communist! 
“ I sincerely hope that our present 
overnor does not sis* lit to change the 
resent set-up of officers and offic ials 
a our state penitentiaries, for if he 
Des, there will tx- a terrible revolu- 
on within all the penitentiary walls 
t this state, just as sure as you are 
live tonight.

Cheaply To Students

The quality and variety of foods on 
the menu each day is unusual, espe­ 
cially when the prices are considered. 
Two kinds of soup are provided each 
day; one kind of meat for the platter 
lunches, as well as a cold m eat for 
the 
sandwiches; 
three 
vegetables; 
salads; the beverages include cocoa, 
orange juice, 
chocolate 
milk, 
and 
milk, and tea may be secured on o r­ 
der; the sandwiches vary and as a 
rule include cheese, meat, lettuce, etc. 
The desserts range from pies to cream 
puddings, gelatine, junket, ice cream, 
and all t y p o of cakes. All sandwiches 
are live cents each, soups and bever­ 
ages are the sam e price, and like­ 
wise desserts. 
The salads 
are 
six 
cents, and cakes are sold in five cent 
quantities. 
The 15 cent 
platter in­ 
cludes two vegetables, meat 
slice of 
buttered 
bread, 
a beverage, 
and 
a 
small dessert. 
Until about three years 
ago the 
board of directors supplied all equip­ 
ment, but the method now followed is 
for supplies to be purchased from the 
P hiladel-; small profit made through operation of 
I the cafeteria. A new electric refrig- , 
I erator was purchased within the past i 
[three years, and this year individual , 
; chairs replaced benches. All profits in 
the next two oi three years will be! 
I used to pay off the loan for this latest I 
purchase. In addition to Hie equipment 1 
the cost of the food, .salaries for tin 


j moot, paper for the machines used as 
w* ll as for the necessary books, are 
paid for out of earnings. The cost is 
kept as low as it is because no funds 
arc required from the earnings for 
light, heat and rent. 
The three employees prepare the 
food, care fur the dishes, and keep the 
I cafeteria and dining-room in order. 
Mrs. I sa bt ll Jackson, who has been 
in charge of the work for a number of 
years, is the purchasing agent and 
general supervisor. Paul 1>. Brown, ti 
member of the faculty, is treasurer oi 
I the cafeteria department. 
There has been worked out such a 
I unique system for the operation of 


I tho cafeteria, that it is possible to 
(tell at a glance ju^t what the status is, 
financially as well as relative to sup­ 
plies on hand. As one official a t the 
school stated the system is believed 
second to none for this type of work. * 
J 
The cafeteria from a business stand- 
j point, is divided into 12 departments. 
I Profit s can lie 
determined 
on 
any 
group of articles, such as on sand­ 
wiches, salads, etc. 
The purchasing 
[agent is empowered to purchase in as 
[large quantities as deemed necessary, 
in order to take advantage of savings. 
Although the price of food is rising, 
I those iii charge of the cafeteria have 
I been able to keep the sales cost as 
i usual. 
, 
Aid is given in the work by com­ 
mercial department students. 
Each 
day three of these are assigned to the 
cafeteria, one observing, a second re­ 
ceiving tin' money, and the third reg­ 
istering sales on the machine. 
The 
I machine used fur checking and total­ 
ling the sales according to those In 
charge has a 
special 
arrangem ent 
found on no other machine. A double 
paper roll is used, with inked ribbon 
between. The portion of one showing 
an individual sale is torn off for the 
purchaser, and the duplicate roll re­ 
mains intact to be retained in the m a­ 
chine until Hie day’s sales are com­ 
pleted. 
Tho individual slips 
which 
eventually 
reach 
the 
cashier 
are 
turned over each day to the cafeteria 
treasurer, while the roll Is checked 
that evening by the students in charge 
for the day. A report m ust be made 
oil the following morning to the treas­ 
urer, to see that the total chocks with 
the slips handed to him.

This 
gives the commercial students much 
practical work, and each is assigned 
to this task about six times during the 
course of a school year.
